vice. Doubtless other changes woudd 
have been made in process ¢ 1e% 
as we haveseen, that the constilitien 
of Virginia as ordained by her con- 
vention of 1829, an assemblage con- 
taining many of the most eminent 
characters in American history, 
lasted only till 1850, when a new 
conyention was demanded to adopt 
it more neatly to tae wants and 
wishes of her people. And in the 
constitution of Maryland bearing 
date in 1850, (whether it has been 
since revised, I am not informed,) 
there is a requirement that once in 
ten years, immediately after the 
Federal census, the Legislature must 
provide for taking the sense of the 
people by an election on the ques- 
tion whether a convention shail as- 
semble to eousider of arnendments to 
the constitution. While there are 
indications that the former rever- 
ence for those old frames of govern- 
ment had in some degree yielded to 
a progressive public sentiment, there 
was stilla high veneration for the in- 
stitutions and traditions of the past, 
and the conservative assurance that 
whatever innovations might be in- 
troduced they should be guarded, and 
the offspring of a deliberate public 
conviction. 

The present constitution of this 
State is an anomaly in American in- 
stitutions. It has no claim to con- 


tinuance by reason of the times in 


which it was composed, the influen- 
tial characters of its authors, and, we 
may add, the circumstances of its 
adoption. There had been four years 
of desolating war in which the State 
and its allies had been unsuccessful. 
This was followed by the process of 
rehabilitation, prescribed by the Presi- 
dent of the United Siates as an execu- 
tive measure; and North Carolina 
having yielded her consent tothe 
abolition of slavery, it was supposed, 
that her constitutional relations to 


the Federal government were fully 


established. A Governor and Legis- 
well as other executive, judicial and 
ministerial officers: and adelegation 
was chosen to the Congress of the 
{nited States but notadmitted. Af- 
ter two years more spent in this con- 
dition of doubt, acts of Congress 
were passed annulling all that had 
been done under Presidential require- 
ments, and directing an election, un- 
der military orders, in which the col- 
ored people should exercise the elec- 
tive franchise, for delegates to a con- 


vention to frame a constitution, in 


which it should be ordained as 4 per- 
manent regulation that they should 
thenceforward beentitied to the right 
of suffrage, in like manbuer and to 
the same extent as the whites—with 
auexclusion of no small portion of 
the whites, of most experience and 
capacity in the affairs of government, 
from seats ia this convention, and 
the right to vote for its members. 

The circumstances of this election 
are wellremembered. It carried into 
the convention an assemblage of del- 
egates, very few of whom had ever 
been known to the people as public 
agents of any description. Many of 
them wholly unknown, who had 
been left behind by the invading ar- 
mies,others colored men from abroad, 
or who had been recently emancipa- 
tedhere. Someofthe most conspicu- 
ous of the white metnbers, who in 
the altered condition of suffrage, 
reached other high positions, have 
since departed from among us, with 
reputations inspiring vo respect for 
the works they left behind. Ly this 
convention, the constitution now in 
force was framed and sent out for the 
ratification of the people. Though 
the instrument fills a large space in 
octavo pages, within little more 
than thirty days, it was required to 
be voted on, and at the same time, 
upon one ticket, taking for granted 
that it was to be accepted, each elec- 
tor, was to cast his ballot for about 
forty officers, Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, Judges, members of the 
Legislature, &¢., &¢c., who were to 
come into piace, in the event of its 
adoption. By what majority the 
election was carried in its favor, and 
its supporters, including a Jarge ma- 
jority of the Legislative and State 
officers, were elected, I have not the 
means to ascertain. Not one 
voter in ten probably had read the 
constitution, but the appeal was 
made with great effect, that it was 
necessary to take it, no matte: how 
objectionable, in order to get the 
State restored to the Union: and in 
the confusion and panic which pre- 
vailed, it is hazarding little to assert 
that there was a constraint in the 
matter of ratification ordering 
nearly on duress, 


It will be recollected that in res- 
pect to the provisions of the constitu- 
tion, Congress had made but a single 
requirement, namely, that for citi- 
zenship and the rights to buffrage in 
the colored race. All else was left to 
the free deliberations of the Conven- 
tion. But the new or foreign element 
in the delegation was in the ascen- 
dant; it was exultant and defiant 
affected to know, what would, or 
would not, satisfy the national au- 
thority, and treated the opinions and 
sentiments of the former ¢itizens 
with less respect than the Normans 
paid to the Saxons upon the conquest 
of England by William. The ocea- 
sion was availed of, not merely to in- 
sert in the fundamental law tie pres- 
cription of Congress, but to intro- 
duce a new and alien system in ai- 
most all respects, accompanied by 
and declarationsknown 
to be offensive, and designed to per- 
petuate the feud of the recent war; 
all in the hope of founding, and in- 
stalling in power a party which it 
was imagined would dominate for 
years to come, with but little if any 
responsibility for invasions of the 
property or rights of the citizens. A 
constitution with such an origin and 
such features rather requires justifi- 
cation from those approving it, than 
ts have its defects pointed out by 
those desiring amendment. It would 


be passing strange, that a conven- 
tion, such as that by which it was 
produced, should have given us one, 
s0 suited to our wants, wishes, and 
habits, that we should be afraid to 
entrust its revision and amendment 


to delegates, chosen in a time of 
quietude like the present, from the 
wisest and best citizens of each coun- 
ty, having interests, feelings and 
sentiments in unison with the come 
munities in which they reside. It is, 
in my judgment, vain to think of spe- 
cific amendments, by what is called 
the Legislative method, the whole 
document requires to be recast and 
re-written. Jsesides, the constitution 
of a free people should not be made 
of shreds and patches, parts excepted 
out by lines of circumvention, and 
parts appended as afterthoughts or 
codicils, but like any other statute, 
should be made a clear, consistent, 
and hariwoenious Whole; so as to be, 
as little as possitle, the subject of 
construction: and s@that inteliigent 
citizens as well as lawyers may be 
readily assured of its true meaning 
It would quite too much prolong 
this communication, to specify every 
particular in which amendment may 
be desired- Indeed it is to be hoped, 
thataspirit of candor will prevadethe 
convention, should one be called, and 
that the conclusions at which it ar- 
rives shall be th» result ot a free con- 
ference among the intelligent and 
patriotic citizeus, Of which itshall be 
composed. There are, however, ob- 
jectionable features so giaring as to 
arrest attention and call loudly for 
amendment. A few of these only 
does space aliow me to mention. 
And Ist. A.mendment is necessary to 
disembarrass voters, and to restore 
the self-respect, spirit and manhood 
of the citizen. Uy the existing con- 
stitution no man “is allowed to vote 
Without registration, nor to register, 
with rst taking an oath to sup- 

maintain the. constitu 
rs of the United 
States, and e Constitution and 
laws of North Carolina not in- 
consistent therewith.’’ This re- 
quirement of an oath is an innova- 
uop, designed to cast suspicion on 
the loyalty of the people, both w thc 
Federal and State governments; and 
in effect to restrain their opposition 
to any law of either, present or pro- 


ti 


spective, no matter how objecllon- 


able. Itsavors stronuly of dictation 
by conquerors to a conquered poopie, 
aud is utterly at war wilh that tree 
spirit of inquiry and. discussion 
with which freemen are accustomed 
to deal with their laws andeven con 
stitutions. It is so comprehensive 
that few can conceive the extent of 
the obligation, and is calculated to 
cheapen the torce ot oaths, and to 
bring the government into odium. 
Why demand an oath in the matter? 
It was never done before. It was, 
and is, the pride of the people, that 
they rendered their duty to their 
country in whatsoever cupacity re 
quired; and the diiferetices arising 
out of the late war liaving been ad 
justed, they the boon of ¢iti- 
zenship and sulfrage in their own 
self-government as they enjoyed itin 
former years. Whole generations of 
their ancestors liave lived and died in 
the free exercise of this right, With- 
out taking any oath lo government 
unless they Were chosen to office, in 
Which case an oath to support the 
constitution Was properly required 
along with the official oath: but never 
before Was it prescribed, even by a 
despot, that every person should be 
bound by an oath to Support atia 
maintain every law as a condition of 
the enjoyment of lis birthright as a 
voter. 

2nd. It is necessary to emancipate 
the Legislature, restore it toits right- 
ful and usual powers, and to avoid 
the necessity cf trequent calls for 
convention, or to the 
@oustitution by ermeius. “othe 
Legislature 
trusted, as Was dove 
ihe regulation of in the 
vial establishiment, couuty and 
mubicipal BeVerituents, chariliavi 
aud penal instivutionus, and the resu 
tion of punishment for public «| 
fences. Itis vain to provide in the 
declaration of rights for the frequent 
recurrence to fundainental prigei pies 
and that ‘‘for redress of uwrievaneces 
and for amending aud strengthening 
the laws, elections should be often 
held,” if, after representatives are 
chosen, they shall tied themselves so 
tramelled by consiitutioual restric. 
tions, that they arc powerless to eflect 
the most obvious nied hecessary re- 
forms. The peorse ol through 
thew ju GCreterai 
Assembiy, aie us competent to 
decide Was tlie couvention of 1857- 
‘6S, on the const tution of the Courts 
of Justice, the of Judwes and 
CIPCUILSs of govern- 
Olher thatiets of tature: and 
inake such allerations= publie con 
Venletbee, economy or 
tion may require, Even now, when 
the judicial business in a large ma- 
jority of the counties is ip 
a single Week, the term is fixed by 
the constitution ior two weeks, no 
less and po more, in each county, rune 
ning the circuits over into the deptiis 
of winter and into the season of 
harvest, to the great discomfort and 
inconvenience of the people. Ishould 
myself favor a return to the Lewisia- 
ture of the appointment of Judges of 
the courts, and of those officers which 
the new system bas transferred to the 
Governor, rendering the Executive 
an office of great patronage— 
insomuch, that it has been made a 
grave question for judicial determi- 
nation, whether the Legislature 
could employ a printer, a mere co- 
pying clerk, without an Executive 
homination. 


3. Amendment is necessary to re- 
move the ambiguities of the constitu- 
tion. Within the six years that it 
has been in operation there have been, 
according tu the statement in Bat- 
tle’s Revisal, betweeen twenty-five 
aud thirty decisions of the Supreme 
Court required on constitutional 
questions, against probably not one- 
third of that numover inall of our 

revious history: and others are 

nown to be penditiy. 

But I have not leisure to enlarge 
on these topicsor to mention otter 
defects of the constitution, I take it 
for granted, that the amendmen is 
ratified by the people im 1873 are in 
full operation—the question being 
rather a political one, which has been 
settled by the Legislature and CGov- 
ernor, than of judicial cognizance, 
except so far as to ascertain, that 
those departments have pronounced 
them ratified. But while this will 
afford some relief, it will not obviate 
the necessity of calling acon vention. 
This should be done to give us acon- 
slitulion piain, Choire 
in its terms and Nerth Carolinian 
in its spliit and taste. 

I have no tears of a convention 
Without limitauion of powers. ‘That 
Which devised the preseutl cotscditu- 
Was unlimited, andif it was 
worthy of trust, | have no apprelien- 
8100 OF UsUrpalion Or abuse from a 
body chosen under the more favora- 
ble auspices of the present period. 
But if it be thought necessary to im- 

limits, there are precedents in 
vorth Carolina of great authori-y. 
Both of the conventions called by the 
Legislature to deliberate on the adop- 
tion of the Federal constitution in 
1788 and 1759, were constituted to 
consider of that subject and ofa single 
amendment each, in the State coru- 
stitution. Each made the amend- 
ment proposed to the constitution of

the State ; the one rejected and the 
other adopted the Federal constitu- 
tion ; neither essayed to go beyond its 
jimits. But no danger can arise from 
the absense of limits, if, as 
I presume, is intended, the constitu- 
tion prepared, shall besubmitted to 
the popular vote for adoption. 

The eolored people entertain dis- 
trust of the measure, from apprehen- 
sions of an abridgement of their 
rights. But this will be seen to be 
groundless, when it is observed, that 
they have full protection under the 
constitution of the United States, if 
there were a disposition to infringe 
on their privileges, which I do not 
believe exists. 

Equally unfounded, would be any 
fears of the loss of the provisions for 
homestead sand other exemptions 
now in favor of failing 
debtors. ‘ite policy is too well es- 
tublished to be abridged, and from 
recent indications they may rather 
be expected to be enlarged and con- 
firmed by anyset of delegates, that 
may be chosen. 

‘The only grounds of disinelination 
tothe step among our Conservative 
friends seem to be founded on the 
supposition thatthe people are not 
supposed to be alive to its adoption ; 
and this inference is drawn mainly 
from the issue of the electioa of 1871, 
upon the convention question as 
then proposed. But it were a great 
mistake to imagine that the present 
question isthe paralel of that. That 
Was & proposition that the people 
should. by their vote, under provi- 
sions of a law made by the Legisla- 
ture, calla convention to amend the 
eoustitution. It was opposed on the 
grounds that the people did not pos- 
sessthis power even with the sanec- 
tion of the Legislature, inasmuch as 
other modes of amendment were 
provided in the constitution. IT had 
viven much consideration to the sub- 
ject then, and at a previous period, 
and was fully convinced that it was a 
right ofthe people, which, with the 
approbation of the General Assemb- 
iv, they were at liberty to exercise 
Vhenever suchapprobation might be 
obtnined: and have been gratified 
toobserve, that by means of its exer- 
cise recentiv, in the State of Arkan- 
cas, the Conservatives and Democrats 
of that State have formed a constitu- 
tion in cousonance with the wants 
of an overwhelmuing majority of the 
people, and elected Mr. A. H. Gar- 
land, one of the most able and up- 
right statesman in the Southwest, to 
the office of Governor, But our 
iriends in this State, of the profes- 
sion of the law especially, in many 
instanees, differed from the theory 
which we maintained: while the 
whole body of our opponents were 
slamorous in their opposition, threat- 
‘ning resistance by foree in ease of 
and claiming that they 
would be supported in such course by 
the authority of the United States, 
fucthis way, welost the election by a 
small majority. But the question 
now presented, is divested of any ter- 
rors ia our path, if itis deemed best 
copursue it, in the wisdom of the 
Leuvisiature. The power to eall a 
convention by a vote of two-thirds of 
each tlouse, is of undoubted authori- 
tyras little to be questioned as the 
power to pass an appropriation bill. 
fhere can be no pretext for inter- 
lerence or hindrance on the part of 
the Governmentofrthe United States, 
andin charity we must believe, ho 
disposition. It addresses itself there- 
‘ore to the General Assembly as a 
great question of domestic policy and 
duty, whether they will allow the 
an opportunity, through 
wentsof their own selection to re- 
luspeet the machinery of their Gov- 
rhinent, and re-adjust it according
